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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the after final amendment filed 02-04-05, which has 
been entered. Claims 10 and 13-21 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a composite 
driving belt and in particular, the relating between the carrier contacting face and 
the inner contacting face of the innermost endless band, such that the roughness 
combined roughness value is more than 0.6 \im Ra' and the roughness of the 
carrier inner contact face is larger than 0.8 urn Ra and combined roughness Ra' 
= V(Ras 2 +Rar 2 ). Where "Ras" being the average roughness parameter of the 
carrier contacting face of each transverse element, and "Rar" being the average 
roughness of the carrier inner contact face of the innermost endless band.
